The approval of the plan 
will ensure east Fonthill will 
be walkable, bike-friendly 
and fully integrated to 
downtown Fonthill and existing 
neighbourhoods. 

The following has been 


approved by the OMB and is 
in force and effect in relation 
to the east Fonthill secondary 
plan: Environmental protection 
one and environmental 
protection two; water 
resource management and 
EIS requirements; stormwater 
management facilities; water 
and sewer servicing strategy 
and transportation; heritage 
and archaeological resources; 
subdivisions for land.

No rush to dispose

The next step is to form 
a committee of two of the 
neighbourhood residents, a member 
of the Pelham Active Transportation 
Committee and a staff member. The 
committee was scheduled to meet 
in December, but co-ordinating a 
meeting has been difficult due to 
conflicting schedules. Council hopes 
that the meeting will be able to take 
place in February. 


Arena land rezoned 

Pelham council has rezoned the 
arena at 1120 Haist St. from an open 
space zone to a public zone to allow 
for the existing public arena, quonset 
hut, platform tennis, accessory 
structures and buildings recognized 
as permitted uses. The amendment 
to rezone was necessary to capture 
the existing and built uses under the 
appropriate zoning provisions and 
regulations.

s I have written here several tunes, Pelham contains 
J. Xunuch land set aside for new growth. 

The largest is in the “East Fonthill” area - between Rice 
Road and Station Street / Steve Bauer Trail and from Regional 
Road 20 to the Town's boundary (south of Merritt Street). 

While much of these nearly450 acres are currently farmed, 
the entire area was added to the Urban Area by an appeal to 
the Ontario Municipal Board (OMB) in 2000. (Questions about 
whether the Town should grow on those lands were asked and 
answered during the OMB’s consideration nearly 15 years ago.) 

This 2000 OMB decision disallowed the inclu¬ 


sion of any lands East of Rice Road in the Urban Area 
and required the Town to undertake a "Second¬ 
ary Plan” before allowing development to proceed. 

All Towns and Cities must have "Official Plans" which con¬ 


tain planning policies and outlines where commercial, agri¬ 
cultural, industrial, and residential developments can occur 
It uses a series of maps to demonstrate those areas. 

Like an Official Plan covering the entire Tbwn, a "Secondary 
Plan" contains detailed policies and guidelines for growth and 
development for a specific area - in this case, this East Fonthill area. 

When the Province dramatically altered their planning poli¬ 
cies in the mid-2000s - adding the Greenbelt, “Places to Grow'; 
and the Provincial Policy Statement - the Tbwn needed to realign 
our own policies. That’s one of the major reasons why it took until 
October 2012 to finally approve the East Fonthill Secondary Plan. 

The other major reason is because Council and I 
worked to ensure that the Plan maintains our small¬ 
town feel as we grow. You see, the East Fonthill Sec¬ 
ondary Plan includes several important features: 

■ ensuringawell-designed, attractive, pedestrian-friendly 
development with a mixture of housing types; 

■ encouraging significant commercial and mixed-use 

development - medical, retirement housing, recrea¬ 
tional facilities potential - while at the same time con¬ 
necting and protecting Downtown Fonthill; 

■ providing a “Greenlands System” that protects existing environ¬ 
mental features and integrates with the Steve Bauer Trail; and 

■ developing a pedestrian / cyclist-friendly 
and transit-ready road network. 

If approved in 2012, why hasn’t development occurred in the 
East Fonthill area yet? A developer, the Province, and Lafarge Can¬ 
ada appealed the Tbwn’s Official Plan and this Secondary Plan 
to the Ontario Municipal Board. Following much discussion and 
some minor wording changes, the OMB approved the Secondary 
Plan on 30 January 2014. (The OMB will consider the remainder of 
the Tbwn’s Official Plan during a pre-hearing on 11 March 2014.) 

With this OMB hurde crossed, the first-phases of con¬ 
struction in East Fonthill should begin this year and Pel¬ 
ham can maintain our small-town feel as we grow 
into a stronger; more complete community. 
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It’s a Happy New Year 
for Local Home Sales 


T he housing market is off to a 
brisk start despite the extreme 
winter weather conditions that we 
have been experiencing in our local 
area. According to Multiple Listing 
Service (MLS - ) statistics of the Niagara 
Association of Realtors there were 15 
residential transactions reported in 
Pelham this January compared to 11 last 
year - a 36% spike in monthly activity. 

In fact, last month’s sales total rep¬ 
resents the highest level for January 
since 2010 when 17 sales were recorded 
and is significantly above the 5-year 
average of 11 units for the month. 

As of the end of January the 12-month 
average selling price of a home in Pel¬ 
ham stood at $347,774 up margin¬ 
ally over $347,25012 month average 
price reported at the end of Decem¬ 
ber 2013. Last year at this time the fig¬ 
ure was $325,630 reflecting an annual

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average price increase of 6.8%. 

The current average price level 
in Pelham reflects a 5-year aver¬ 
age annual appreciation rate of 3.6% 
over the January 2009 12-month 
average price figure of $294,933. 

Unit sales in Welland dropped slightly 
during January with 31 transactions 
recorded for the month compared to 
35 in 2013. The current 12-month aver¬ 
age price now stands at $ $185,971 in the 
Rose City representing an annual appre¬ 
ciation rate of approximately 2% per 
year over the 12-month average price 
of $169,252 recorded in January 2009. 


The average price for the Nia¬ 
gara Region (not including Grimsby) 
was $242,385 as at the end of Jan¬ 
uary up 3% per year on average 
from the January 200912-month 
average price of $210,726. 

According to the Housing News 
Flash released by Scotiabank on Janu¬ 
ary 15th, 2014, last year’s “volume of 
sales transactions was largely on par 
with 2012 as well as the average pace 
of the past decade" and we can expect 
“market conditions remain fairly well 
balanced, though slighdy favour sell¬ 
ers at the margin, putting continued 
modest upward pressure on prices.” 

Good news to kick off 
the New Year indeed.

New fire hall over budget

Shovels haven't been put into 
the ground, yet a new station No. 
3 fire hall is already $100,000 over 

Pelham Fire Station No. 3 
found out that construction 


doesn't always go as planned. 

It received a detailed cost for 
a new building, which put costs 
$100,000 over budget. Pelham 
Fire had asked for $1.1 million 
from the 2014 operating budget. 

But with construction slated 
to begin in about two months, 
Pelham Fire asked town council 


Monday to approve the budget 
of $1.2 million for the construc¬ 
tion of Fire Station No. 3 in North 
Pelham. The overage of $100,000 
will be funded by the fire services 
reserve. 

The reason for the extra 
$100,000 is the need for a dry 
hydrant cistern system needed 


for firefighting. 

It is a 33,000-gallon cistern that is 
required to maintain the current insur¬ 
ance rating within the municipality. 

"We wanted to dig a pond out back and 
use that water, but because of insurance 
requirements they’re not allowing that. 
If we did use a pond, rather than the dry 
hydrant cistern system, residents could 
see an insurance hike of about 60%,’’ said 
Pelham fire Chief Bob Lymbumer. 

Another $50,000 was required for 
materials and supplies that weren’t 
included in the construction contract 
with Charter Construction. 

The supplies included desks for the 
offices, commercial grade appliances, 
utility connections to the lot line, data 
cabling and signage. 

Lymbumer said adding to the cost was 
also the fact that the station needs to be 
post-disaster ready and because of the 
intended use of the building it needs to 
have a kitchen. 

"When we put forth the estimate we 
also didn’t know where the location for 
the new fire station was going to be. That 
makes a difference, too, because of the 
distance HydroOne needs to come in 
and install cables,” he said.

The new fire station will be built at 
2317 Cream St. 

Council approved that $100,000 be 
funded by the fire services reserve for the 
project. It will not impact the tax levy. In 
addition, the fire services reserve will 
receive funds from the potential sale of 
Old Pelham Fire Station No. 2, which will 
maintain the reserves balance into 2015. 

“My hope is that the additional 
$100,000 that is being taken out of the 
fire services reserve doesn't leave them 
short elsewhere down the road," said 
Ward 1 Coun. Richard Rybiak.

Pelham town taxes climbing 1.5% 


PelhamNews Staff 
After several months of 
work from Town of Pel¬ 
ham staff, the 2014 operat¬ 
ing budget came to coun¬ 
cil for approval. The budget 
includes a 1.5% tax increase. 

It was recommended by 
the committee-of-the-whole 


that council approve the 
2014 operating budget. 

Ward 1 Coun. James Lane 
acknowledged the amount 
of work that had gone into 
the budget, but noted that 
he has seen his bills in Pel¬ 
ham skyrocket. 

"I find it really difficult 
to support any tax increase 


in Pelham. I know that 
every other town has a tax 
increase, but I don’t think 
we need to have one,” Lane 
said. “I’d like to see the town 
have no increase in taxes.” 

Mayor Dave Augustyn dis¬

Seniors learn to sniff out scams

Investor scams soak too many seniors 
and often fly under the radar 
But by simply looking for red flags and 
checking credentials, most of these financial 
disasters can be prevented, says the Ontario 




“It's one of the most under-reported 
offences,” saidAllister Field, acting manager 
of the commission's enforcement branch. 
“What I’ve seen... is the impact, mentally 
and physically on people that have been vic¬ 
tims of these types of scams. 

His comments opened a ftaud prevention 
and literacy seminar at the Dunlop Drive 
Centre in St Catharines on Tuesday. 

The gathering of about 70 seniors is 
among many held by the commission 
across Ontario to publicize current invest¬ 
ment scams and frauds and provide infor¬ 
mation on financial investment security. 

Scam artists target people over 50 because 
of the financial pressures and mounting 
responsibilities many in this group face. It 
leaves them fearful about not having enough 


“Some people have lost everything in 
mese scams,” said Field, who also investi¬ 
gated the incidents as a former police officer. 
“Others are ashamed to tell their spouse and 
family, and don’t have enough time left in 
their life to recoup these losses.” 

Field told the group a recent study has 


shown three in 10 Canadians have been 
approached in a potential investment ftaud 
and almost one in 20 have been a victim. 

Among investment-fraud red flags are 
high-pressure sales tactics and promises of 
a high return with little risk. Another trou¬ 
bling sign is unexpected calls or e-mails 
from someone you don’tknow, orwherethe 
investor rs pressured mto referrals for a fee. 

Common swindles are “affinity frauds” 
targeting a group that relates to one another 
socially, linguistically or culturally. “They 
want to bring more and more (investors) in 
the group,” he said. “If the early people are 
doing well, it's a big advertisement for later 
investors. 

“Quite often people get let down and lose 
alot of money.” 

Ponzi and related pyramid schemes — 
often where investors are recruited and 
encouraged to recruit others — are also 
common scams. There’s no underlying busi¬ 
ness and eventually the scheme collapses, 
with those last investors losing it all. 

Investment boiler rooms and “pump and 
dump” share or stock-buying scams are 
other frauds that are seen. 

“It’s really important to tell somebody 
what's going on,” said Field. “The police, us, 
let somebody know.” 

A number of the seniors said the advice

Bridge contract 
awarded to 
Quebec company

Niagara Region councillors voted Thurs¬ 
day night to award the contract for the Bur- 
goyne Bridge replacement to Pomerleau 
Inc. The Quebec-based company will build 
the bridge over Twelve Mile Creek linking 
St. Paul St. for $69,909,980. There is an $8 
million contingency fund should the project 
run over budget. Rankin Construction was 
the second-lowest bid at $76,743,285, while 
the highest bid, from Aecon Construction & 
Materials Ltd., was $94,609,626. 

Councillors voted 22-2 in favour of 
awarding the contract to Pomerleau and a 
contract of slightly more than $4 million to 
engineering firm Delean Corp. to oversee 
the bridge construction. 

Coun. Andy Petrowski voted against the 
bridge tender because he was opposed to 
Delean getting the oversight contract 

In 2010, Delean estimated the bridge 
replacement to cost $52.5 million. The total 
budget, including the $8 million contin¬ 
gency hind and pre-tender costs, is now 
pegged at $91.35 million. 

During the public works committee 
meeting on Jan. 28, Region director of trans¬ 
portation Joe Cousins said staff felt early on 
the Delean estimate was off the mark. 

“We were assured by the consultant 
that based on their recent experience with 
designing and tendering a project... they 
felt their prices were fairly accurate,” Cous¬ 
ins told the committee. 

"Fundamentally, I don't think this coun¬ 
cil should be rewarding the contractor" 
with the oversight contract, Petrowski said 
Thursday night 

"How can we turn around, as a council, 
and reward the original contractor, who was 
responsible for doing the original price esti¬ 
mate?" 

Coun. Alan Caslin said it was unfair to 
blame Delean for the disparity in estimate 
and final budget.

Hockey parents go to school

Go into any arena with a minor hockey 
game and chances are, Sam Steinbachs 
says, you’ll eventually see a parent say or 
do something they shouldn’t. 

“It's almost more exciting to watch some 
of the parents than it is the game," says 
Steinbachs of Niagara Falls, who has a 
seven-year-old son in a house league. 

It’s why Steinbachs isn’t bothered by a 
new mandatory training program being 
rolled out by the Ontario Minor Hockey 
Association requiring one parent or guard¬ 
ian of every player to complete a Respect 
in Sport online course. 

”1 don’t think the courses are going to 
make a huge difference. I still think you’re 
going to have the problem, but it will give 
some people a little refresher course on 
how to act in the arena,” he said. 

The online course, which costs $12 plus 
tax to complete, is a one-time certification 
tool that’s supposed to encourage positive 
behaviour. But its implementation hasn't 
gone over well with everyone. 

An Oakville dad says Ontario’s largest 
minor hockey organization is punishing 
good parents while not dealing with the 
hooligans who go overboard at the rink. 

Judd Langley, who has two children 
playing the game, said the OMHA alerted 
parents last week to the rollout of the man¬ 
datory Respect in Hockey program. 

At least one parent must view the hour- 
long program by Aug. 31 or their child will 
notbeaddedtoa league roster. 

“It seems to me they're punishing eve¬ 
ryone for a very small minority of parents 
they aren’t going to reach anyway,” he said. 
“I don’t think a parent who is a problem 
sees themselves as a problem. A course 
isn’t going to stop them.” 

Langley said he thinks the program, 
delivered by the Respect Group co¬ 
founded by former National Hockey 
League player and abuse survivor Sheldon 
Kennedy, is “well-meaning” but doesn’t 
address the need to remove problem par- 

“It’s not going to fix everything. It never 
will. Inevitably, when another parent goes 
and acts like a fool, what are they going 
to do next? Are they going to ban parents 
from watching?" 

The fee also concerns Langley, who said 
costs are already substantial for equipment 
and registration. 

Garden City Minor Hockey Association 
president Steve Secord said he’s just start¬ 
ing to get feedback from parents about the 
requirement. 

“Most people see it as a cash grab," 
he said, adding $12 from every family in 
Ontario isalotofmoney. 

But Secord said it’s a one-time deal and 
lets the association know all players’ par¬ 


ents and guardians have been warned 
about their behaviour. 

“It takes a little bit of the liability off of 
the associations when it comes to disci- 

Secord said there are about 1,200 chil¬ 
dren in St. Catharines playing minor 
hockey. Most parents are well behaved, he 

“We’re not bad to be honest On a scale 
of one to 10, I'd put St Catharines at eight" 
he said. “We’ve had our few we have to dis¬ 
cipline internally." 

The OMHA adopted the initiative at its 
annual general meeting in early 2013 and 
has spent the past year slowly rolling it 
out. The course is already mandatory in 
Alberta, all Atlantic provinces and parts of 
Saskatchewan and British Columbia. 

Kevin Hamilton, manager of develop¬ 
ment programs for the OMHA, acknowl¬ 
edges they have received complaints, but 
the association thinks it can help change 
the culture of the game. 

“You’ve seen the types of behaviours 
people can exhibit when they get into the 
arena,” Hamilton said. “That’s from folks 
who are generally reasonable people out¬ 
side of the rink... We know the major¬ 
ity of our parents are good. We’re hoping 
to make them better and give them more 
tools to help. We’re hopeful it will set a 
higher expectation of what our standards 

Hamilton said the course helps good 
parents gain the ability to stand up to prob¬ 
lem parents. 

“We’re hoping, also, people are going 
to feel empowered, not only the ones who 
don’t need the message but the people 
who do need the message,” he said. 

Wayne McNeil, who co-founded the for- 
profit Respect Group with Kennedy, says 
the program isn’t designed to remove or 
punish problem parents. 

“We’U never deal with the problem par¬ 
ents,” he says. “Our approach is if we make 
every parent better, the problem parents 
will have less of a say and they may be 
quelled much sooner by all the other good 
parents who now have file knowledge.” 

McNeil says the course also covers top¬ 
ics like long-term player development, 
parental expectations of their child, haz¬ 
ing, bullying and concussions. He likens 
it to “Sport Parenting 101,” as opposed to a 
licensing scheme. 

There was negative feedback when the 
program launched in other provinces, 
McNeil says, but it diminished after par¬ 
ents took the course. 

Hamilton said the OMHA has not 
decided what it will do if parents refuse to 
take the course. But he thinks the program, 
like all change, will take time to accept.

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Studying dogs, kids and empathy

The girl and the wagging 
canine bond on sight. 

At a corner inside St. Dav¬ 
ids School, bandana-clad 
dogs wait eagerly as Grade 
1 students scramble toward 
them. 

Student Olivia Glasier 
catches the eye of Chloe, a 
shih tzu-yorkie mix, who 
turns her muzzle to listen as 
Olivia reads a book. 

“I have two boxers at 
home,” Olivia says, snuggling 
up to Chloe. "I can tell my 
secrets to them.” 

Moments later, Ryan Si 
patiently speaks out sen¬ 
tences from a dinosaur pub¬ 
lication to Cosby, a mini- 
Schnauzer. "I really like ani¬ 
mals — I like to watch TV 
with them,” Ryan says after- 

This psychological union of 
child and animal is part of a 
study led by Brock University 
developmental psychologist 
Christine Tardif-Williams. 

The dogs — all assessed for 
their suitability and on loan 
from their owners — have 
been taking part in a Reading 
Buddy program offered by 
Therapy Tails Ontario, a non¬ 
profit group from Welland. 

Each week, Grade 1 and 2 


students at the school choose 
a dog to interact with, and 
read to the animal for about 
20 minutes. 

“Anecdotally, we know it 
really works,” said Therapy 
Tails volunteer Hether Deans, 
during the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake school visit. “Shy kids 
also really come out of their 
shell. 

“We’re excited this will 
hopefully help prove what we 
already know about the ani¬ 
mals and what they can do." 

Tardif-Williams’ study is 
a collaboration with Ther¬ 
apy Tails founder Tina Hill 
and began in September in 
co-operation with parents, 
teachers and St. Davids prin¬ 
cipal Tammy Chilcott. 

Researchers collect pre¬ 
test reading scores and meas¬ 
ures of things like shyness 
and empathy, as well as data 
on children’s feelings about 

They then observe and 
record information about 
the children reading with the 
dogs, noting things like enjoy¬ 
ment and confidence. 

To strengthen research 
findings, another group 
started reading to the animals 
in January, and that group’s 
pre-test results will be com¬ 
pared with data from the St. 
Davids children who started
